John  Carter  was  a  major  part  of  our  community  and  his  passing 
leaves  an  unimaginable  void  within  the  College.  This  loss  is 
compounded  by  the  realization  that  future  generations  of 
students  will  not  have  the  opportunity  to  experience  the  depth  and 
richness  of  John's  teaching.  Indeed  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  has  lost  a  master  teacher,  a  valued  colleague,  and  a 
friend.  Dr.  Carter  was  the  standard  bearer  of  pedagogy  within  the 
College,  and  his  counsel  and  guidance  were  valued  in  all  matters  of 
importance.  When  his  assistance  was  sought,  John  would 
characteristically  want  to  give  more  than  time  permitted,  and  we 
would  generally  profit  more  than  expected. 

Dr.  Carter  had  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  for  24  years,  and 
throughout  his  academic  career  John  was  noted  for  his  depth  of 
knowledge  and  facility  of  recall.  He  imparted  knowledge  with  the 
mark  of  a  learned  scholar,  but  with  his  own  stamp  of 
unpretentiousness.  His  classroom  skill  and  acumen  are  legend.  John 
will  also  be  remembered  for  his  generous  and  forgiving  manner,  his 
humility  and  sincerity,  his  friendship,  his  compassion. 

His  ability  to  connect  with  and  awaken  students  was  both 
remarkable  and  swift.  As  testimony  to  this  fact,  the  South  African 
Optometric  Association  has  moved  to  establish  a  scholarship  fund  in 
his  memory.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  John  was  in  South  Africa  on  a 
teaching  assignment  —  reaching  out  to  yet  another  group  of 
students.  Permit  me  to  read  a  brief  statement  which  they  prepared. 

South  African  optometrists  had  the  opportunity  to  share 
John's  knowledge  for  a  few  precious  days.  He  poured 
the  love  for  this  subject  out  to  us,  leaving  a  lasting 
investment  in  optometry.  He  gave  his  life  for  this  course 
and  the  cause  of  optometry. 

To  honor  his  caring  nature,  we  have  established  the 
John  Carter  Scholarship  for  Underprivileged  Students. 
From  the  heart  of  Africa,  we  salute  you,  John,  until  we 
meet  again  and  hear  you  say:  "You've  got  a  deal." 

Now  let  it  be  our  goal  to  emulate  John's  commitment  in  one's 
work,  and  his  empathy  and  concern  for  others  —  friend  or  stranger. 
And  in  the  words  of  Longfellow,  let  us  follow  his  "footprints  in  the 
sapds  of  time;  .  .  .  Let  us,  then,  be  up  and  doing,  with  a  heart  for  any 
fate;  still  achieving,  still  pursuing  ..."  Let  us  celebrate  John's  legacy, 
profit  from  his  manner,  and  be  guided  by  his  teaching. 

From  our  hearts  we  salute  you  John,  until  we  meet  again  and 
hear  you  say:  "You've  got  a  deal."

I,  like  all  who  have  been  influenced  by  Dr.  John  Carter's  genius, 
humility,  and  care,  would  like  to  share  some  of  my  fond  memories 
of  this  great,  yet  humble  man. 

Dear  Dr.  Carter, 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  23  years  of  teaching,  guidance, 
helpfulness,  and  friendship.  We  first  met  when  I  was  visiting  freshmen 
friends  at  MCO  and  you  graciously  let  me  audit  classes.  Having  a 
strong  background  in  optics  and  some  military  optometric 
experience,  I  was  overwhelmed  by  the  intensity  and  pleasure  you  put 
into  your  lectures.  The  classroom  was  overflowing,  the  students 
locked  on  to  every  word,  phrase,  and  idea.  A  year  later  on  my  first 
day  as  a  freshman,  I  knew  you  had  what  it  took  to  inspire  students. 
Of  course  I  remember  the  topic;  spheres,  plus  and  minus,  and  the 
killer  "cylinder."  By  the  end  of  the  semester,  all  understood  the 
concepts  and  applications  in  ways  never  to  be  duplicated. 

As  I  fast  forward  through  my  student  days,  you  were  there,  with 
your  phenomenal  recall  to  reference  a  then  25-year  old  article  on  dark 
adaptation  which  I  was  researching  without  success.  You  helped  me 
finish  that  project.  I  still  recall  our  Theory  And  Methods  II  course 
when  you  spoke  to  me  about  my  disappointing  performance  on  one 
of  your  exams.  You  said  to  me,  "I  assume  you'll  be  taking  the 
makeup,  I  know  you  can  do  better."  And  I  did,  how  could  I 
disappoint  a  teacher  who  instilled  so  much  confidence  in  his  students? 

As  I  finished  my  academic  studies,  you  were  Dean  of  Faculty.  We 
talked  about  my  being  on  the  waiting  list  and  how  there  were  many 
qualified  faculty  applicants  that  could  not  be  hired  because  of  delays 
in  a  clinic  program  expansion  grant.  The  next  day  you  called  as  I  was 
leaving  for  New  York.  "Walt,  hi,  how  are  you?  ...  the  grant  was 
approved,  do  you  still  want  the  job?"  Well,  18  years  later,  I  would 
not  trade  the  experience  teaching  has  given  me. 

Recently  I  was  at  an  impasse  with  a  research  project.  After  asking 
nine  researchers  for  help,  I  went  to  you.  You  patiently  let  me  explain 
the  problem,  asked  a  few  questions,  and  asked  for  "a  little  time."  Less 
than  two  hours  later,  you  found  the  solution  and  I  completed  the 
project.  Two  posters,  two  presentations,  and  a  published  paper  later, 
I  am  most  grateful  to  you. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  fond  memories  I  have.  I  cannot 
describe  the  extent  of  your  inspiration,  guidance,  and  friendship  over 
the  years.  You  exemplify  the  term  "colleague"  in  ways  that  others 
just  begin  to  understand. 

It  is  time  to  say  good-bye.  These  words  cannot  express  all  that  I 
feel  now  that  you  are  gone.  You  will  live  on  in  my  heart  and  in  the 
hearts  of  those  you've  touched.

Wilson,  O.D.,  to  the  rank  of  Professor  of  Optometry,  and 
Ronald  Watanabe,  O.D.,  to  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor 
of  Optometry. 

Dr.  David 

Heath,  promoted 
to  Professor,  has 
been  with  the 
College  since 
1984  and  is  cur- 
rently Dean  of 
Academic 
Affairs.  During 
his  tenure  at  the 
College,  Dr. 
Heath  has  also 
served  as  Associ- 
ate Dean  of 
Academic 
Affairs,  Director 
of  International 
Programs  and 
Director  of  the 
General  Vision 
Service  at  the  Boston  Optometric  Center.  Dr.  Heath  taught 
the  first  year  "Optometry  Theory  and  Methods"  course  for 
many  years,  co-authoring  the  text  Clinical  Procedures  for 
Ocular  Examination.  He  has  published  widely,  but  is  best 
known  for  his  work  in  optometric  education.  He  has  served 
on  the  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of  Optometry 
Committee  on  Academic  Affairs,  the  National  Board's 
Clinical  Skills  Examination  Committee  and  Part  III 
Council.  Dr.  Heath  was  editor  of  the  Journal  of 
Optometric  Education  from  1988-1990  and  Chair  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Optometry's  Section  on  Optometric 
Education  from  1990-1992. 

Dr.  Roger  Wilson,  promoted  to  Professor,  joined  the 
faculty  in  1980.  A  graduate  of  The  New  England  College 
of  Optometry  and  the  State  University  of  New  York  at 
Buffalo,  Dr.  Wilson  has  served  for  many  years  as  Associate 
Director  of  Eye  Care  Services  at  the  Dorchester  House 
Multiservice  Center  and  since  1986  as  the  College's  Chair 
of  External  Clinical  Programs.  As  External  Clinic  Chair, 
Dr.  Wilson  has  developed  numerous  new  affiliations  and 
has  greatly  enhanced  the  fourth  year  educational  program. 


He  is  well  known  nationally  for  his  publications  in  clinical 
education  and  HIV  infection.  Dr.  Wilson  has  also  served  as 
Editor  of  the  New  England  journal  of  Optometry  for  the 
past  two  years,  a  journal  which  has  received  many  awards 
under  his  stewardship. 

Dr.  Ronald  Watanabe,  promoted  to  Assistant 
Professor,  joined  the 
faculty  in  1992  after 
completing  a  residency 
in  Contact  Lenses  at 
the  Southern 
California  College  of 
Optometry  (SCCO). 
He  received  his  O.D. 
degree  from  SCCO 
and  his  B.S.  from 
UCLA.  Dr.  Watanabe 
lectures  in  contact 
lenses,  coordinates  the 
preclinical  contact  lens 
laboratories,  and  was 
recently  appointed  as 
the  Contact  Lens 
Service  Coordinator  at 
the  New  England  Eye 
Institute. 

Dr.  Watanabe  is  also  involved  in  contact  lens  research  and 
has  published  on  visual  performance  and  contact  lens  wear 
and  the  relationship  between  contact  lens  fit  and  corneal 
topography.

Members  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
and  colleagues  throughout  the  country  were  deeply 
saddened  to  learn  of  the  untimely  passing  of  Dr.  John 
Carter,  who  suffered  a  heart  attack  on  July  9,  1994  while 
teaching  in  South  Africa. 


and  had  been  a  member  of  the  Editorial  Council  of  the 
Ameriavi  journal  of  Optometry,  the  Optometry  Review 
Committee  of  HEW,  and  the  NIH  Committee  for  Health 
Professions  Teachers  Training  Grants.  He  had  been  a 
consultant  to  the  Retinal  and  Choroidal  Diseases  Panel, 
National  Advisory  Eye  Council  of  NEI,  and  the  Study 
Section  of  NIH  Short-Term  Training  Grants  of  HEW. 


Dr.  John  Carter,  Professor  of  Physiological  Optics  and 
Optometry,  was  a  stellar  member  of  the  College  faculty.  He 
received  his  O.D.  degree  from  the  Pennsylvania  College  of 
Optometry  in  1953  and  was  valedictorian  of  his  class.  He 
received  his  Masters  degree  in  1959  and  Ph.D.  degree  in 
Physiological  Optics  in  1962  from  Indiana  University. 

Prior  to  beginning  his  academic  career,  Professor  Carter 
was  in  private  practice  and  in  the  United  States  Air  Force.  In 
1962,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Pennsylvania  College  of 
Optometry  and  came  to  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  in  1970.  Professor  Carter  had  a  long  distin- 
guished career  in  optometry  and  optometric  education.  He 
was  currently  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Optometry  and  served  on  the  Scientist  and  Educators 
Admission  Subcommittee.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
American  Optometric  Association,  the  Massachusetts  Society 
of  Optometrists,  the  New  England  Council  of  Optometrists, 
and  served  on  the  board  of  the  Bay  Point  Anterior  Segment 
Symposium,  and  the  editorial  board  of  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Optometry.  Professor  Carter  had  also  served  as 
President  of  the  National  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry, 


Professor  Carter's  teaching  responsibilities  included 
Ocular  Pharmacology,  Ocular  Myology,  and  Sensory  and 
Motor  Anomalies  of  the  Eye  and  Vision.  Those  who  were 
fortunate  to  have  been  taught  by  him  admired  the  remark- 
able depth  of  knowledge  and  the  dedication  and  caring  that 
he  brought  to  his  students.  Professor  Carter  was  honored  by 
the  graduating  class  with  the  Foster  Namias  Award  for 
excellence  in  academic  teaching  five  times  in  the  past  seven 
years.  Professor  Carter  set  a  standard  as  an  educator  and 
colleague  which  will  serve  as  the  benchmark  for  others  for 
many  years.

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The  Advanced  Standing  International  Program  In  Verona 


In  the  1992-93  academic  year,  the  College  began  an 
innovative  program  for  optometric  practitioners  in 
Italy.  The  students  in  the  program  are  Italian 
optometrists  who  wish  to  obtain  the  Doctor  of  Optometry 
degree  from  the  College  in  order  to  strengthen  and 
enhance  optometry  in  their  country.  The  didactic  portion 
of  the  College's  Advanced  Standing  International  Program 
was  presented  primarily  in  Verona,  while  the  clinical 
portion  will  be  provided  through  the  Department  of 
Internal  and  External  Clinical  Programs,  primarily  in  the 
United  States. 


As  the  Verona  portion  of  the  program 
drew  to  a  close.  Dr.  Morris  Applebaum,  Dean 
of  Educational  Development,  Dr.  Roger 
Wilson,  Director  of  External  Clinical 
Programs,  and  Dr.  Joanne  Caruso, 
Coordinator  of  the  Verona  Program,  visited 
Verona  in  March.  Dr.  Wilson  met  with  the 
students  to  plan  their  clinical  rotations, 
conducted  a  site  visit  at  the  U.S.  Army  Base  in 
Vicenza  where  an  external  clinical  affiliation 
agreement  is  being  finalized,  and  then  went  on 
to  conduct  a  site  visit  of  our  clinical  program 
at  the  Hadassah  Hospital  in  Jerusalem,  Israel. 
Dr.  Caruso  presented  a  course  on 
theTreatment  and  Management  of  Post- 
operative Cataract  Patients,  and  Dr. 
Applebaum  presented  a  portion  of  the 


Introduction  to  Clinical  Care  course.  Their  experiences  in 
Verona  reflected  the  same  positive  comments  heard  from 
other  faculty  participants.  Dr.  Applebaum  noted  that  "this 
was  one  of  the  most  exciting  experiences  I  have  had  in 
optometric  education.  Since  the  students  are  already 
practitioners,  their  knowledge  and  experience  provided  the 
basis  for  stimulating  and  often  challenging  dialogues  about 
patient  care.  Their  great  warmth  and  hospitality  as  well  as 
their  high  level  of  enthusiasm  and  commitment  for  our 
profession  serve  as  a  model  for  us  all." 


In  May,  three  of  the  students  came 
to  Boston  to  begin  their  clinical 
rotations.  It  is  anticipated  that  all  of 
the  students  will  have  completed  the 
program  and  graduate  in  1996.

As  we  enter  our  second  century,  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
has  embarked  upon  a  centennial  campaign,  2000  In  Sight.  The  success  of 
this  campaign  will  assure  that  the  College  will  be  able  to  address  the 
demands  of  the  next  century,  and  that  it  will  continue  to  be  an  innovative  leader 
in  community  health  care  and  optometric  education.  The  College  must  respond 
to  a  new  and  larger  vision  for  the  future  by  drawing  upon  the  strengths  of  its 
past,  by  forming  new  partnerships  essential  to  the  challenges  ahead,  and  by 
committing  to  its  most  significant  fund  raising  effort  ever. 

Although  the  2000  In  Sight  campaign  represents  the  largest  development 
undertaking  in  the  100-year  history  of  the  College,  its  goal  — $10  million  over  a 
seven-year  period  —  includes  amounts  and  purposes  that  are  true  core 
necessities  and  not  simply  a  wish  list. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  will  ensure  that  larger  numbers  of  minority 
and  disadvantaged  students  will  obtain  the  training  they  seek;  greater  consti- 
tuencies —  especially  the  elderly,  the  homeless,  and  the  underserved  —  will 
receive  quality  eye  care;  the  College's  curricula  and  equipment  will  represent 
state-of-the-art  knowledge  and  skill;  and  people  abroad,  as  well  as  at  home,  will 
have  access  to  education  and  eye  care  services  previously  unavailable  to  them. 

Commenting  on  the  College's  future.  President  Larry  R.  Clausen  observed, 
"As  a  profession,  optometry  is  undergoing  both  substantial  expansion  of  its 
scope  of  practice  and  growth  in  numbers  to  meet  our  burgeoning  world 
population's  eye  care  needs.  The  College's  second  century  will  be  one  of  training 
its  graduates  to  keep  pace  with  these  increasing  challenges.  We  are  deeply 
committed  to  the  preparation  for  these  tasks."

Students  Named  1994  Albert 
Schweitzer  Fellows 

Peter  Sheridan,  a  fourth  year  student,  and  Maria  Diaz,  a 
third  year  student,  were  recently  selected  along  with 
twenty-four  other  health  care  students  in  Boston  as 
1994  Albert  Schweitzer  Fellows.  The  program  was  created 
three  years  ago  and  was  inspired  by  Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer's 
selfless  work  in  Gabon,  Africa  and  his  "Reverence  is  for 
Life"  philosophy.  Each  of  the  1994  fellows  is  involved  in 
service  projects  that  promote  health  care  for  the  underserved 
in  the  Boston  area.  The  Schweitzer  program  was  recently 
featured  in  a  radio  broadcast  that  included  a  segment  on 
Mr.  Sheridan's  project. 

Peter  Sheridan  has  focused  his  attention  on  improving 
the  lives  of  Boston's  homeless.  His 
project  brings  together  students  from 
The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  and  residents  of  Pine 
Street  Inn.  Comprehensive  eye 
examinations  and  glasses  are 
provided  for  those  in  need.  For  the 
homeless,  visual  correction  can  really 
improve  the  quality  of  life  and  open 
up  educational  and  employment 
opportunities.  Any  pathology 
detected  during  the  dilated  examinations  is  referred  for 
treatment,  with  Bausch  and  Lomb  providing  ocular 
therapeutics.  V.O.S.H.  students  from  NEWENCO  perform 
the  examinations  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Sheridan's 
faculty  mentor,  Dr.  Lynn  Wittman,  and  area  optometrists 
who  volunteer  their  time.  For  Eyes  Optical  Company,  who 
grinds  the  lenses  free  of  charge, 
donates  the  materials. 

Maria  Diaz  developed  an  enrich- 
ment program  for  underserved  high 
school  students  in  the  greater  Boston 
area.  The  program,  H.O.R.I.S.O.N.S. 
(High  School  Optometric  Recruits 
Increasing  Skills,  Opportunities  and 
Neighborhood  Services),  reaches  out 
to  minority  students  who  come  from 
low  socio-economic  backgrounds. 

The  program  involves  a  lecture  series,  laboratory  exercises 
and  field  trips  that  expose  the  student  to  optometry  and  the 
health  care  field  while  strengthening  their  reading,  math  and 
science  skills.  The  program  aims  to  give  them  a  thirst  for 
education  and  to  encourage  the  students  to  stay  in  the 
educational  pipeline  and  thereby  increase  the  number  of 
minority  health  care  professionals.
